The Village, at its last annual meeting, referred to us the 
matter of purchasing the reversion to the Stone School House 
and certain land connected with the same. The land upon 
which that school house stood was given to District No. T4, 
to be used for school purposes only, and of course it and the 
building upon it reverted to the original owners if the same 
» ver ceased to be used for school purposes. 

In accordance with the authority granted us, we purchased 
111** same for the sum of $107, believing it to be a valuable ac- 
quisition for the village at that price. 

Under the Charter of the Village the property of Districts 
No. 14 and No. 21, became the property of the Village, and 
iIk latter assumed the obligations of these Districts. A spec- 
mI la \ was provided to raise money to pay off a $500 debt of 
I u ilrict No. 21, but the amount realized from it was insuffi- 
' 11I and the Village was, therefore, liable for the deficit, which 
Wr settled by an order for $132.42. 
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The general expense of the Village, apart from its schools 
and highways and exclusive of the two above items of extra- 
ordinary expense, has amounted during the year to only 
$60.77. 

The expense of the highways during the year has been 



$749.20, as follows:

We have had to use only about one-half of the highway 
money which is required to be raised by law, thereby materi- 
ally lessening the debt of the Village on account of its high- 
way fund. That debt is now about $7 00. 

The general debt of the Village has been decreased dur- 
ing the year some $1500, leaving the same at this time at 
about $7500, as appears more particularly by the report of 
your Auditor.

During the past school year we have drawn orders on 
the Treasurer for the support of the village schools to the 
amount of $3, 302.60, divided as follows:

The large item for repairs and furnishings is due to the 
much needed improvements which have been made in the up- 
per room of the stone school house. This room has been 
thoroughly renovated and supplied with new seats and desks, 
and is now one of our best school rooms. Two hundred and 
five dollars of the amount expended was for the new desks 

and seats and the freight on them. 

Six schools have been maintained during the year with 
41 weeks of school each. The total number of different 
scholars who have attended school is 35 1. The average daily 
attendance has been 211 and 94-100; and the total number 
of days attendance of all of the scholars during the year has 
been 42,441 days. 

Our Primary schools are becoming unduly large as com- 
pared with the higher ones, and it now seems probable that 
we shall soon have to add another school of the Primary or 
Lower Intermediate grade. We have an unoccupied school 
room in the North Street School House, which can be fitted 
up at moderate expense for this purpose. 

We recommend that a tax of 20 cents on the dollar be 
assessed on the Grand List of the village for the ensuing year, 
for the support of schools.

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The increased item for instruction over last year has been 
occasioned by the maintenance of one more school during all 
but the spring term, and also for special instruction for teach- 
ers and scholars given by Mrs. Dewey. In order to make our 
schools more efficient and to enable both teachers and scholars 
to do a better grade of work, it seemed necessary that this 
additional expense should be incurred. Our schools are now 
thoroughly graded, and we feel sure that this reorganization 
will enable them to do a much better grade of work the 
coming year. 

During the year new slate blackboards have been placed 
in the north school building, a new stove in south primary 
and an organ for use in high school building. We have also 
placed in the schools a complete set of maps, a large number 
of books for reference, including a set of Chambers’ encyclo- 
paedia, making the items for supplies much larger than it will 
be the coming year. 

Six schools have been maintained during the entire year, 
and seven for the past two terms. The total number of dif- 
ferent scholars that have attended school is three hundred 
and sixty-eight, an excess of seventeen over the previous year. 
The average daily attendance has been two hundred and 
thirty-nine and forty-two one hundredths, a gain of twenty- 
seven and forty-eight one hundredths. The total number of 
days’ attendance of all scholars has been 46,688, or 4247 more 
than during 1888. We have received during the past year 
tuition from scholars residing outside of the Village to the 
amount of $48, and also $15 for an old stove sold, which 
amounts have been paid over to the Village Treasurer. We 
have received no public money during the year. 

Owing to the change of the school laws at the last Legis- 
lature, the public school moneys heretofore divided in March, 
are not now divided until July. It is expected that when 
received this amount will nearly make up the deficit in school 
fund.

Seven schools have been maintained during the entire 
year.. We have issued bills for the tuition of scholars residing 
out of the village to the amount of $58.50, $37.50 of which 
has been paid and money turned over to the Village Treas- 
urer ; the balance of $2 1. 00 is still due to the village. We 
have also received $5.50 for use of school rooms, and $2.75 
for broken windows, which amounts also have been handed to 
the Village Treasurer. 



Owing to the new school law, which makes the school 
year to close the last of June, it is impossible for us to give the 
school statistics as to the total number of different scholars 



attending schools, or the total attendance of all scholars, at 
this time. However, the attendance has not been as large as 
could have been desired, owing to the large amount of sick- 
ness during the winter. 

It will be* noticed that the school expenses are quite a 
little less than the previous year, but from the fact thatjthe 
public school moneys are not now received until July, there 
still exists a large deficit in the school fund. We would rec- 
ommend that a tax of 25 or 30 cents on the dollar be assesed 
on the Grand List of the village for the ensuing year, that this 
deficit may be reduced.

In consequence of the continued deficit of the school 
fund, the prudential committee recommend a school tax of 25 
or 30 cents on the dollar, and we think it is necessary ; we 
also think that a village tax of 20 cents on the dollar would 
pay current expenses and the usual portion of the village 
debt, and we recommend that a tax of that amount be as- 
sessed.

Schools have been maintained 40 weeks during the yean 

At the beginning of the Fall term it was found necessary 
to add one school to the number we previously had, making 
eight schools in all, and to enable us to do this quite an 
amount had to be expended in the repairing and furnishing of 
another school room in the North school building. New 
desks had to be purchased, and we also fitted up the room 
with new slate blackboards, which makes our item for repairs 
quite a little higher than the previous year. Some of the 
rooms are still very full, and possibly another school may have 
to be started during the ensuing year. 

During the year we have spent $100 for the necessary ap- 
paratus for instruction in Physics ; also between thirty and 
forty dollars for books for instruction in drawing. 

We have issued bills for the tuition of pupils residing 
outside of the village to the amount of $60.15, $51.1$ of which 
has already been paid, together with $21.00 balance due on 



last year’s account, or a total of $72.15, which has been passed 
to the Treasurer’s account, and a balance of $9.00 is still due 
the village. 

The attendance during the year has been very good in- 
deed, and yet we would urge upon you the importance of reg- 
ular attendance of all pupils, as- it is impossible to accomplish 
the best results without this. 

There is another matter to which we would call attention ; 
that is, the entrance of new pupils in the primary schools. As 
our schools are graded, we make promotions and start new 
classes at the beginning of every fall term, and would request 
as far as possible the placing of pupils in the schools at this 
time. 

We have decreased our liabilities somewhat during the 
year, but from the extra expense of having one more school and 
the possibility of having to start another during the year, we 
would recommend that the same amount of school tax be 
raised as last year — twenty-five cents on the dollar.

Eight schools have been maintained during the entire 
year. Three hundred and seventy-one different pupils have 
attended school during the year, the largest number enrolled 
at one time being 338, which is quite an increase over pre- 
vious years. In the High School a class of eight we expect 
will have completed the prescribed course of study and 
will graduate at the close of the next spring term, which 
will be the first regular graduating class. 

Some of the rooms are now so crowded that it will very 
probably be necessary to add one or more schools during 
the coming year. 

We have issued bills for the tuition of pupils residing 
outside of the village to the amount of $27, which, with 
the balance of $9 due last year, makes a total of $36 now 
due the village. 

It will be seen that our expenses have been somewhat 
higher than last year. This has been brought about by 
the employment of a special instructor in drawing and by 
the purchasing of drawing books and materials. A set of 
chemical apparatus was added to the supplies during the 
year, also quite a quantity of supplementary reading and 
music books, all of which we think have proved beneficial. 
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The unusual amount of sickness during the winter 
caused the attendance for a while to be small. This, of 
course, was unavoidable. We would, however, urge upon 
all the necessity of regular attendance, and also again 
request that, as far as possible, new pupils be placed in 
schools at the beginning of the fall term, as the new 
classes are then formed. 

Our grand list is quite a little smaller than formerly, 
which makes our receipts for school purposes correspond- 
ingly less. This, with the probability of our having to 
arrange for and start another school during the year, will 
make it necessary, in order to keep up the efficiency of the 
schools, to raise a little higher tax. We would recommend 
a tax of thirty cents on the dollar.

We have issued bills for the tuition of pupils residing 
outside of the village to the amount of $50.00, which, to- 
gether with $36.00 balance due on previous bill, makes a 
total of $86.00. Of this amount $38.00 has been paid, 
leaving now due $48.00, which we hope will be soon collected. 

It will be seen that expenses have increased quite a little 
during the year, a large part of which was for the repairing of 
the stone school house, which it was found necessary to do 
during the summer vacation in order to start an extra school, 
and when the work was begun it was found that it needed 
a thorough overhauling, which made quite a little expense. 
We also purchased single school desks for this room, and 
fitted it up with other apparatus, so that it is now one of our 
best school rooms. 

This additional school has increased our number to 
nine, so that we are now maintaining nine regular schools. 
This additional school also assisted in the matter of grading 
the different rooms, so that we now have three rooms with 
but a single class in each room, and in no room except the 
High school, are there more than two classes. 
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It is expected that at the close of the spring term 
another class will have completed the course of study and 
will be graduated from the High school. 

The taxpayers of the village have always been very lib- 
eral in voting a tax for the support of schools, and it has 
been our purpose to use this money to the best possible, 
advantage, but the full good cannot be enjoyed without 
earnest and hearty co-operation on the part of the parents. 
No pupil can receive to any extent the good of our schools 
without regular and punctual attendance. While there has 
been a marked improvement in this line we must urge upon 
all parents to use every effort to see that pupils attend school 
entire school year and are regular and punctual in that 
attendance. We also hope that the parents will see the 
advantages to be obtained by keeping pupils in. school 
until such time as they can be graduated, as we think 
this is very important and will fully repay the cost of any 
extra effort they may put themselves to for the accomplishing 
of this end. 

The total number of pupils enrolled during the year has 
been 394, of which number 345 were enrolled at one time, 
which you will see has maintained the steady growth that our 
schools have had for the past few years. 

It is hoped that the amount of expense for the coming 
year will not be quite so large as for the past year ; however, 
from the large deficit in school fund, and from the fact that 
the town school tax has been done away with under the new 
school law, we think it would be well to raise to raise a tax of 
at least forty-five cents on the dollar.

We have issued bills for the tuition of pupils residing 
outside of the village to the amount of #55.00, $28.00 of 
which has been paid. We have also collected during the year 
$43.00 on the old outstanding accounts, making total amount 
received #71.00. 

The amount paid for instruction during the year is some- 
what higher than for the previous year, which is accounted for 
mainly by the fact of our having maintained nine schools dur- 
ing the entire school year, which is the first year this has been 
done. The amount paid for supplies during the year is also 
somewhat larger than heretofore, but we think the money has 
been very well expended. We have purchased a set of the 
International Encyclopedia, which our schools needed very 
much ; also a new Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary, and an 
Anatomical Chart to be used in teaching physiology, which we 
think is one of the best, if not the best, thing of the kind pub- 
lished ; also a large and complete map of the state of Vermont, 
which has lately been published, for each of our school build- 
ings. 
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The total number of pupils enrolled during the year has 
been 357, the highest number enrolled at any one time being 
314. The average attendance per day for the year has been 
244. 

With the increased tax the liabilities of the school fund 
have been quite materially reduced, and we feel that it is the 
better policy to continue a large tax until this indebtedness 
can be entirely wiped out, and there can be sufficient funds 
on hand at the close of the fiscal year to pay the expenses of 
the spring term of school, and thus save borrowing, as our 
taxes are not available until after the close of the spring term. 
This seems more necessary than formerly, from the fact that 
under the present school law but little public money is paid 
back from the State treasury. 

With this end in view, we would therefore recommend 
a tax of fifty cents on the dollar to be raised for school pur- 
poses for the coming year.

The total number of pupils who have attended school 
during the past year has been 361, the enrollment for the dif- 
ferent terms being as follows: spring term, 316 ; fall term, 
340; winter term, 324. 

Several changes in teachers were made at the beginning 
of this year, and we feel that we were quite fortunate in our 
selection and that the work of the schools during the past 
year has been on the whole very satisfactory. There has 
been a slight improvement in attendance, but we strongly 
urge upon parents and pupils increased effort in this direction, 
for without regular and punctual attendance no pupil can do 
satisfactory work, and irregularity in attendance is a great an- 
noyance to both the school and the teacher, and a great hin- 
derance to satisfactory progress. This is a matter which 
rests largely with the parents, and nothing can be done that 
will help our schools more than greater care in this respect. 
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We purpose to be in the future more strict in the matter 
of promotion from grade to grade and to insist that pupils 
must do the work in a thorough and satisfactory manner be- 
fore being promoted 'to a higher grade. We feel that this is 
strongly in the interest of the schools as a whole and that 
where promotions have been made, unless fully deserved, 
harm has come both to the pupil promoted and to the school. 

Under an act passed by the last legislature text books are 
to be furnished free to all pupils, beginning June 1, 1895. 
This will make something of an expense to the village, but 
we hope by inaugurating a careful system for their care and 
preservation that it will not be great, and we earnestly request 
all parents and pupils to co-operate with us in this matter, 
that the expense to the village may be kept as low as possible. 

We now think that it will be in the interest of the schools 
to establish another school, or at least to fit up a recitation 
room, and employ another teacher, taking some of the classes 
from the High and Grammar grades for purposes of recitation, 
and thus relieve the overcrowded rooms and give the teachers 
more time with each class. We think this can be done with- 
out great additional expense, although it will of course neces- 
sitate some expense. 

The increased tax of fifty cents on the dollar raised in 
1894 has further reduced the amount we were obliged to bor- 
row to carry the schools through the spring term. On account 
of the extra expense incurred because of the introduction of 
free text books and the probable additional expense because 
of the expense of fitting up and maintaining another school, 
we would recommend a tax of fifty cents for the coming year!

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During the summer vacation we fitted up a recitation room in 
the Village Hall so as to relieve the crowded condition of the High 
and Grammar grades, taking some classes from these grades to the 
new room for recitation. The fitting up of this room and the em- 
ployment of an additional teacher have of course increased our ex- 
pense, but we felt the good to be accomplished fully warranted the 
additional outlay. We have also furnished several of the rooms with 
new slate blackboards, so that now every room is fully equipped 
with slate boards. 

The law requiring the village to furnish text books and all sup- 
plies free to the pupils, except those pursuing High School studies, 
entailed quite an expense to the village. It has seemed necessary 
to establish and enforce strict regulations regarding the use and care 
of these books, and we earnestly ask the co-operation of all parents 
in requiring pupils to use the utmost care in the use of these books 
and supplies. You can assist the Board greatly in this matter. 
While this change has required quite an additional tax, there has 
been of course a much larger saving to parents having pupils in 
school. 

We have been for the past year much more strict regarding 
promotions from grade to grade and find the change a most satis- 
factory one. While we see a slight improvement in attendance, it 
is now far from satisfactory in any of the grades, and we have dur- 
ing the past term attempted to enforce the law requiring regular at- 
tendance. The parents of course can do much more than we in 
this matter, and, while we appreciate the assistance you have given 
us in the past, we urge you to use during the coming year even 
greater effort in this regard. 

You will notice from the Treasurer’s report that the tax of fifty 
cents on the dollar raised last year has not been sufficient to pay our 
current expenses; and to wipe out this indebtedness and provide 
ample means for the coming year, we recommend a tax of sixty cents 
on the dollar.

WATER AND SEWER SYSTEM. 

At a special village meeting duly called, the Trustees 
were authorized to provide a supply of water for public and 
private uses and to constiuct a system of sewers, paying 
for the same by orders upon the Treasurer. 

In accordance with the authority thus conferred, we 
awarded the contract for the construction of both the water 
and sewer system to the Vermont Marble Co., and the work 
has been nearly completed by them to the entire satisfac- 
tion of your Board.

To provide for retiring these orders, a bill was passed at 
the last session of the legislature permitting the Village to 
issue bonds for $50,000.00, and at a special village meeting 
held Dec. 22 , the trustees were authorized to issue bonds 
at 4 per cent per annum, to the amount of $50,000.00. 

Proposals for these bonds were duly advertised and the 
entire issue sold to the National Life Insurance Co., of 
Montpelier, Vt., for $50,000.00 and accrued interest, the 
proceeds of the sale being used to take up the orders given 
to the Vermont Marble Company. 

Owing to the difficulty of finding a sufficient supply of 
pure water near the village and as a consequence the neces- 
sity of constructing an elaborate system of reservoirs, and 
owing also to the very rocky and hilly formation of the 
village, the expense of putting in the system has been con- 
siderable. 

The village is, we think, to be congratulated upon the 
supply of pure, fine water which it now has, and in such 
abundance as to insure a supply even with a large growth 
of the village.

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Health Officer’s Report. 

To the Taxpayers of the Village of Proctor : 

During the 3'ear ending February 28, 1897, there have 
existed in the Village of Proctor 17 cases of diphtheria 
with 5 deaths, 16 cases of typhoid fever, 2 deaths. 

Epidemics of both whooping cough and measles have 
occurred; one case of measles was fatal. 

Strict quarantines have been enforced for diphtheria and 
with very much less trouble than last year, for public sen- 
timent is in favor of restricting the disease. No case of 
contagion can be traced. 

According to the laws enacted by the last legislature, 
each death must be reported to the health officer and he 
must issue permits for burial, cremation or removal Since 
January 1st, 1897, I have issued 9 such permits, 2 for 
removal and 7 for burial. 

The new system of water supply and sewage disposal 
will soon show its good effect by greatly diminishing the 
number of cases. of typhoid fever and diphtheria. 

The village has spared no trouble and expense in making 
every part perfect from a sanitary stand point. 

Each house has been inspected by the health officer, and 
no plumbing has been accepted unless completed in detail 
according to the regulations of the State Board of Health.

The total number of pupils attending school during the 
year shows an increase of twenty-one over the previous 
year, and an increase of sixty over that of two years ago. 
Total number enrolled in 1895 was 361; in 1896 was 400; 
in 3897 is 421. Ten regular teachers have been employed 
during the whole year and a special teacher of music. 

$217.00 of the item of repairs has been expended in put- 
ting a basement under the North School building and put- 
ting in a furnace for heating the building. We think the 
benefit that has been gained has amply repaid the expense, 
as the rooms were very small and heating by furnace is 
much more satisfactory than by stoves. 

The item of supplies covers the text-books furnished to 
pupils free under the State law. While this is not nearly 
as large as the year before, it prubably is about what the 
running expenses will be hereafter. 

We have collected $70.00 during the year for tuition 
money from non-resident pupils, and there is now due 
the Village from the Town of Proctor, $48.00. 

We would recommend that a tax of fifty cents on the 
dollar be raised for school purposes for the coming year.

Trustees’ Report.

To the Taxpayers of the Village of Proctor : 

During the past two years the improvements made 
have been so extensive, and the outlay attending the 
same so large, that we feel now that they are completed 
that a summary of the same should be given : 

WATER AND SEWER SYSTEM. 

Under the vote of the village meeting under which 
the trustees were empowered to put in a system of 
sewer and water, the amount appropriated was not suf- 
ficient to complete the work and extend the system 
through the village as fully as we desired. At the last 
annual meeting of the village, however, it was voted : 
“That the Trustees be authorized to complete the 
water and sewer system at a cost not to exceed eight 
thousand dollars.” 

During the past year your Trustees have completed 
the work called for at a net expense of $6,427.94, in 
which amount is included $1,750 paid for real estate 
used for reservoir purposes. The total cost of the sys- 
tem complete is, therefore, $56,427.94. The indebted- 
ness actually outstanding against this account is in 
excess of this amount, because during the past year the 
receipts were not sufficient to meet the interest and 
operating expenses. The amount outstanding against 
this account is $56,948.83, made up of $50,000 of bonds 
bearing 4 per cent interest, and $6,948.83 in orders 
accepted and drawing interest at 5 per cent. During 
the past year the receipts from water rent amounted to 
$2,024.49, or not quite enough to pay the interest upon 
all of the indebtedness outstanding against this account. 
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With this account, however, gradually reduced, and in- 
come from water steadily increasing, we feel that it can be 
but a short time before the investment will be more 
than self-sustaining. 



VILLAGE HALL. 

On June 7th a special village meeting was called to 
consider the advisability of increasing the school facili- 
ties of the village. At that meeting the following vote 
was passed : 

Resolved , That the Prudential Committee be, and 
they are hereby authorized, to provide such additional 
school rooms for the village as in their judgment are 
necessary, and for that purpose to erect a new building, 
or to enlarge the present Village Hall building, as they 
may deem best, and the Trustees of the village are 
hereby directed to draw orders upon the general fund in 
the treasury for such bills for the foregoing as are duly 
approved by said Prudential Committee. 

The Prudential Committee after a careful study of 
the matter, decided to enlarge the present Village Hall 
building, and in carrying out this plan have very mater- 
ially improved our present hall. The total cost of all 
improvements, including furnishings, amounted to 
$7,031.86, for which orders were drawn on us, and of 
which amount $5,000.00 in orders are at present outstand- 
ing, accepted at 5 per cent interest. In view of this in- 
debtedness, and that occurring from water and sewer 
extensions, we feel that a sufficient sum should be raised 
to retire a portion of these orders this year. 

We have drawn orders on highway account amount- 
ing to $2,297.80, three hundred dollars of it being 
turned over to the town to be used by them.

Since my appointment as Health Officer, Nov. 22, 
1897, there have been in the town and village of Proctor 
12 cases of diphtheria, with one death, representing 
10 families ; one .case of typhoid fever, no death ; one 
case of scarlet fever, no death. All have submitted will- 
ingly to the strict quarantine which has been enforced, 
and are to be commended for their patience and co- 
operation in my efforts to check the spread of these 
diseases. The diphtheria has not been confined to 
any one section of the town, but the cases have been 
scattered through different parts. 

I have issued 12 burial permits, — 9 for interment 
in Proctor, and 3 for removals. 

The sanitary condition of the town is excellent; 
and the water supply good. We are already realizing 
the benefits of the new system of water supply and 
sewerage in the diminution of diphtheria and typhoid 
cases.

The number of pupils attending school during the 
year shows an increase of 17 over last year and an in- 
crease of 77 over the year ending March, 1896. The 
total number enrolled during the year was 438. 

Eleven regular teachers have been employed dur- 
ing the year and a special teacher of music. During 
part of the year we have found it necessary to employ 
a second assistant for the high school for a few hours 
each day. The addition of another years work and the 
increase of the number of pupils in the high school 
made this necessary. 

With the increase of the number of schools main- 
tained, we have found it very advantageous to so 
arrange the work in the high school that the principal 
can devote some time to general superintendence of the 
other schools. 

In accordance with the vote at the special meeting 
called for that purpose, we fully investigated the dif- 
ferent plans for securing additional room for the schools. 
We decided that an enlargement of the Village Hall 
building would give the best results. The Board of 
Trustees and the Prudential Committee both felt that 
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it would in the end be much more satisfactory to put 
this building in all respects in first-class condition. 
With this in view we put in a large furnace and in- 
stalled in connection with it an electric fan to furnish 
the best possible ventilation for the school rooms. We 
put in new plumbing throughout the entire building 
and fitted up water closets and toilet rooms so that 
everything would be as convenient and as perfect as 
possible from a sanitary point of view. 

We feel that in all respects the building is very 
satisfactory. The entire cost of the building and fur- 
nishings was about $7,000. The report of the Board 
of Trustees will cover this more in detail. 

There is now one unused school room in the Vil- 
lage Hall building, but it is probable that it will be 
necessary to equip this and start an additional school 
next fall. 

We feel that the village can be congratulated upon 
the efficient corps of teachers now employed, and that 
in most respects this has been the most satisfactory 
year in the history of our school. 

The irregularity in attendance is the one drawback, 
and we urge upon all parents earnest co-operation to 
overcome this fault. 

During the year $92.00 has been collected for 
tuitions.

To the taxpayers of the Village of Proctor: 

In submitting our annual report we, would call 
your attention especially to the fact, that although our 
water system has been in but a comparatively short 
time its revenue is nearly sufficient to meet interest 
upon all of the outstanding indebtedness incurred in 
putting in both the water and sewer systems. Aside 
from the bonded debt of $50,000.00, there are still two 
orders outstanding, one of $2,500.00 and one of 
$1,000.00. We would recommend a tax of an amount 
sufficient to retire these two orders during the coming 
year.

It may be of interest to note the total number of 
different pupils enrolled in the schools during the past 
five years. The total number enrolled in 1895 was 361 ; 
1896, 400; 1897, 421; 1898, 438; 1899, 458. 

During the summer we repaired the remaining 
unusued room in the village hall and connected it with 
the heating and ventilating system. The building is 
now in every way in first-class condition. 

Twelve regular teachers are now employed and a 
special teacher of music. 

The vertical system of writing was introduced about 
a year ago, and we quote from the report of Mr. Abbott 
regarding the same : 

‘ ‘ Last year the vertical system of writing was intro- 
duced into all of the grades below the high school. 
The results attending the introduction of this system 
have been excellent, for a great improvement has been 
made in the legibility of the writing. The teachers are 
unanimous in their testimony that the pupils learn to 
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write well more easily and quickly under this system than 
under the slant system, and that the work upon the 
board and paper is much neater/’ 

The work in drawing is not in all ways satisfactory, 
and we are contemplating employing the coming year 
a special teacher in this work. We quote from the 
report of Mr. Abbott on this subject: “ All the schools 
while doing good work in other particulars, are notice- 
ably deficient in drawing. Few, if any of the teachers, 
have had special instruction in this subject, and so do 
not feel competent to teach it in a manner at all satis- 
factory to themselves. There is a great deal of natural 
talent for drawing in our schools which ought, to be 
developed. A teacher specially fitted to teach this 
subject is greatly needed.” 

The results from the introduction of the teachers* 
course have been very gratifying. Five former gradu- 
ates returned to take the teachers’ course the first year. 
Of these two have secured good positions in schools out 
of town, and one is acting as substitute teacher for the 
primary grades in our schools. 

We consider that Mr. Abbott and the entire corps 
of teachers have labored most faithfully for the good of 
the schools. 

We have collected $72.00 during the year for tuition 
money from non-resident pupils. 

We would recommend that a tax of 50 cents on the 
dollar be raised for school purposes for the coming year.

Auditors, 
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Health Officer’s Report. 

During the year ending March 13, 1899, there have 
been in town and village of Proctor, 6 cases of diptheria, 
with one death ; 2 cases of typhoid fever — no deaths ; 
7 cases cerebro-spinal meningitis — all fatal ; 2 cases of 
phthisis — both fatal ; 1 case of acute general tuber- 
culosis — fatal; 1 case tubercular meningitis — fatal; and 
20 cases of measles, with no deaths. 

The fatal diptheria case was that of a child 4 years 
of age seen to late to combat the disease. Antitoxine 
was used in every case, I believe, with excellent results, 
and in no family has there been a second case during 
the year. There has not been a severe case of diph- 
theria here since July, 1898, and none since last 
October. Last year nearly all of the 12 cases which I 
reported from November to March, inclusive, were in 
December and January. 

One of the typhoid cases was very mild. 

Of the cerebro-spinal meningitis cases, 5 were 
under 6 months of age, one a year and a half old, and 
one 16. 

Although the measles have been prevalent in 
neighboring towns for many weeks, our first cases did 
not appear until late in February. With but few ex- 
ceptions the cases have been mild and uncomplicated, 
and the school attendance but slightly affected. 

Burial permits to the number of 34 have been 
issued ; 2 for the interment here of non-residents, and 
10 for removals to other places. 
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The grip has not raged here as in many places 
about us, and sickness has not interfered extensively 
with business, as in adjoining towns. 

Our water supply continues to be abundant and 
pure, and the service is excellent. 

The system of sewerage works admirably, and is 
regularly inspected. All plumbing is of the most 
approved kind. 

The marked decrease in infectious and contagious 
diseases is .sufficient evidence of the success of our 
water and sewerage systems.
